PM Maliki visits the Kurdish region 



PM Maliki and KRG President Barzani Meet: 

Iraqi Prime Minister Nuri al-Maliki and the President of the Kurdistan Regional 
Government (KRG) Masoud Barzani held a rare meeting on August 2 and agreed to 
continue discussions to address central government-KRG issues. PM Maliki told the 
press, "Differences of opinion are very normal because we are building a state on the 
ruins of (Saddam Hussein's) dictatorship ... I think we largely agree, and if there are 
disputes, they are small." Barzani announced a senior-level Kurdish delegation will 
head to Baghdad in order to "solve problems." A Kurd-Arab committee will 
reportedly also be formed to address potential disagreements between the two sides. 

PM Maliki Visits Halab j a: 

During the second day of his trip to Iraq's Kurdish region, Iraqi Prime Minister Nuri 
al-Maliki visited the town of Halab j a. Over 5,000 Iraqi Kurds died in Halab j a when 
Iraqi forces attacked the civilian population with poison gas in March 1988. PM 
Maliki pledged that the central government will punish the individuals responsible for 
the incident.

Tariq Aziz Receives an Additional Prison Sentence: 

Former Deputy Prime Minister Tariq Aziz was sentenced to an additional seven years 
in prison August 2 for his participation in the forced displacement of Kurds from 
northeastern Iraq during Saddam Hussein's reign. Providing the jury's verdict, Judge 
Mahmoud Salih said, "Because you committed, in partnership (with others), the 
crime of forced displacement against the Kurdish people, the court has decided to 
condemn you ... to seven years in prison." The August 2 conviction will be added to 
the 15-year sentence Aziz received in March for his role in the murder of dozens of 
traders for breaking state price controls in 1992.

GOI Discusses Draft Law to Protect Journalists: 

The Iraqi government announced July 3 1 that it is considering a draft law providing 
protection for journalists. The law allows journalists and their families to receive 
government grants if they are killed or injured while performing their duties. 
According to government spokesman Ali al-Dabbagh, the law also gives journalists the 
right to use information and statistics without requiring them to reveal sources, 
although media professionals would be required to reveal their sources "in cases 
required by law." The draft also provides that a journalist would not be coerced into 
publicizing information that was "incompatible with his beliefs, opinions and 
conscience" and would give every journalist the opportunity to "comment as he may 



consider appropriate to clarify his opinions.

Hydrocarbons Packag e: The Framework Law was resubmitted to the Oil and Gas Committee on October 26, 
2008 and then returned to the Council of Ministers. There has been no progress on the other three laws in the 
package. 



NGO Law : This law will regulate the operations and funding of Non-Governmental Organizations operating 
within Iraq. It received its first reading in the Council of Representatives on April 20, 2009. 



National Elections Law : A draft of a proposed national elections law is in committee but has not been finalized 
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■ Regional governments report hosting as many as 2 million Iraqi refugees. 

■ The International Organization for Migration (IOM) estimates that over 2.8 million Iraqis 
are displaced inside Iraq. 

■ In FY08, the State Department's Bureau of Population, Refugees and Migration contributed 
$287.08 million to international organizations and nongovernmental organizations to assist 
displaced Iraqis inside the country and in the region. 

■ The U.S. admitted 13,823 Iraqi refugees in FY08 (which ended September 30). 

■ Since the program's inception in FY07, 30,852 Iraqi refugees have been admitted for U.S. 
resettlement; in FY09 alone, the U.S. seeks to admit a minimum of 17,000 Iraqi refugees. 

■ As of March 2009, a total of 375 Special Immigrant Visa (SIVs) have been issued for Iraqi 
translators and interpreters since FY08 (under the Section 1059 program). 

■ As of March 2009, a total of 641 SIVs have been issued for Iraqis since FY08 (under the 
Section 1244 program). 

■ Secretary of State Hillary Clinton announced July 24 that the United States is contributing 
more than $100 million in new assistance this year to support the return and reintegration of 
displaced Iraqis.

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Awarded CNPC and BP meet in London 



PetroChina Chairman to Meet with BP's Top Management: 

• A Beijing-based industry executive told Reuters July 31 Jiang Jiemin, the chairman of 
PetroChina and president of CNPC, is planning to meet with BP's senior leadership to 
discuss the two companies' cooperation in Iraq, as well as other issues. The executive 
also said Jiang would visit a BP-oil production facility in Scotland. "Jiang will travel 
with BP China's top executives to London to further cooperation and make friends," 
the executive said, "Rumaila will be on the agenda." The executive, who has ties to BP, 
did not provide further elaboration. Industry sources reported previously CNPC and 
BP may consider restructuring their partnership to give CNPC a larger stake in the 
Rumaila venture while minimizing BP s risk exposure in Iraq.

Iraq Will Not Be Able to Pay GE for Equipment: 

Prime Minister Nuri al-Maliki said August 1 the Government of Iraq will not be able 
to pay General Electric for equipment the company manufactured to increase 
electricity production in Iraq. The Council of Ministers approved the sale of $2.4 
billion worth of treasury bonds that would be used to pay GE but the sale has not yet 
been approved by the Council of Representatives (COR), which is now on summer 
recess until September 8. PM Maliki blamed the political agendas of some 
parliamentarians for the COR's inability to approve the sale. "The electricity ministry 
cannot manage $2.4 billion to pay GE and we cannot force parliament to approve our 
project. As a consequence this process (electricity production) will stop," PM Maliki 
said during a meeting of tribal leaders July 3 1 . GE has already manufactured the 
equipment for Iraq's order. 
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Visa expands its Iraq network 



Visa Announces Expansion of Payment Network in Iraq: 

• Visa Inc. announced August 2 that the Bank of Baghdad, the electronic banking 
services company Al- Amwal and a consortium of 1 3 Iraqi banks are now part of the 
Visa payment network in Iraq. People will now be able to use their Visa cards in a 
wider variety of locations throughout Iraq; such as, hotels, duty free shops, travel 
agencies, and other stores. "We are delighted to extend our global payment services in 
Iraq and help bring the social and economic benefits which come with electronic 
payment acceptance. These include stimulating economic growth, promoting 
transparency and accountability, while also increasing the number of people with 
access to the formal banking system." Tony Gougassian, Visa Inc's Area Manager for 
Iraq, Levant and Qatar, said, The Visa network was in operation in Iraq linking 75 key 
"Treasury Bank Branches" under the Coalition Provisional Authority from May 2003 
to June 2004, and provided the important "information backbone" for the highly 
successful Iraq Currency Exchange program, which removed from circulation the Iraqi 
dinars that bore Saddam Hussein's image and replaced them with new Iraqi dinars.

Iraq strengthens bilateral relations with the United Kingdom 



FM Zebari Holds Meeting with British Foreign Secretary Miliband : 

In a bid to strengthen diplomatic ties with the UK, Iraqi Foreign Minister 
Hoshyar Zebari held a meeting with British Foreign Secretary David Miliband at 
the British Foreign Office Headquarters July 28. According to the Iraqi Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs, the two leaders discussed security training cooperation, 
particularly Britain's ongoing technical and military training of Iraqi Naval 
Forces. FM Zebari reiterated the Iraqi government's request for British assistance 
in ending Iraq's Chapter VII sanctions at the United Nations and provided 
Secretary Miliband an overview of Prime Minister Nuri al-Maliki's recent visit to 
the United States.

GOI establishes a police station at Camp Ashraf and arrests 36 MEK members 



Camp Ashraf Under GOI Control: 

Abdul Nassir al-Mehdawi, governor of Diyala province, confirmed August 3 that Iraqi 
Police arrested 36 members of the Mujahedin-e Khalq (MEK) residing at Camp 
Ashraf on rioting charges; however, the 36 individuals would not be repatriated to 
Iran. Mehdawi said some of the 36 individuals would be released but others would 
have to face trial. "We have two seriously injured Iraqi Police. If they die, some of the 
detainees will go to court to face criminal charges," he said. Residents of Camp 
Ashraf claimed 1 3 demonstrators were killed in the clashes, while the GOI stated that 
seven were killed. With the approval of the GOI, an MNF-I medical team was 
deployed to Camp Ashraf to provide assistance to the camp's residents, July 30. While 
the team provided treatment for patients at the camp, some of the more seriously 
injured patients were moved to a U.S. facility.

Explosions Targeting Mosques in Baghdad Kill 28 People: 

A series of six explosions killed at least 28 people and wounded over 100 at mosques 
across Baghdad July 3 1 . The worst attack came when a car bomb struck people 
praying in the street outside the crowded al-Shurufi mosque in northern Baghdad, 
killing 23 people and wounding 107 others. Across town in southeast Baghdad, two 
bombs detonated at the same time near a mosque killing four people and wounding 
17 others. Three other bombs near mosques in Baghdad also exploded, killing one 
person and wounding 15. 

Sunni Political Party Office Bombed; 

An explosion inside the office of a Sunni political party in Baquba killed seven people 
and wounded eight others July 30. The blast killed seven workers of the Reform and 
Development Party; a party that has stood in regional elections, but failed to win 
seats. Lieutenant Colonel Abdul Hameed al-Shimari, commander of an emergency 
police unit in Diyala, said, "The bomb went off when members of the party were 
holding a meeting, killing six men and one woman. Most of the victims worked for 



the party.

Iraqi National Police Change Name to Federal Police: 

The Iraqi National Police officially changed its name to the Federal Police effective 
August 1 . Lieutenant Colonel Mohammed al-Baydani said over the next two years, 
the Federal Police plan on setting up a brigade headquarters in every province, 
including the autonomous Kurdish provinces. Currently the Federal Police are 
composed of four divisions and 17 brigades with 42,000 enlisted members. 

Australia and U.K. Withdraw Remaining Military Contingencies from Iraq; 

Australia and Great Britain withdrew their remaining military forces from Iraq August 
1. Australia's military commander in the Middle East, Major General Mark Kelly, 
said the last 12 embedded Australian soldiers were flown out of Baghdad July 28, 
three days ahead of the deadline. An Australian security detachment of about 100 
soldiers will remain to protect Embassy personnel. The remaining British Naval 
Forces withdrew to Kuwait, as the GOI failed to reach an agreement before the August 
1 deadline allowing the 100 U.K. naval personnel to remain. "We haven't lost our 
international partners. Rather, there are representatives from around the world here in 
various capacities such as NATO, military advisers, law enforcement and construction 
workers," said Army Colonel John R. Robinson, a military spokesman at the U.S. 



headquarters outside Baghdad.
